
Kewaunee’s 
cool breeze, 
seven parks 


C OOL LAKE MICHIGAN breezes and sev¬ 
en parks are welcomed each summer 
by resiu ms of the City of Kewaunee. And the 
same goes tor visitors. 

Picnic areas, playground equipment and 
swimming make a hit with Green Bay and area 
persons who enjoy short weekend rides. The seven 
parks include Memorial Field. Haney Park. Beach 
(or Pioneer Park). Seiner Park. Miller Street Park. 


Kieweg Park, and Schuller Park. 


Memorial Park is an eight acre plot of land 


which has a tennis court, football field, baseball 


field, and archery spot. 

Kieweg Park is just southeast of the ball 


park and is considered by some as part of Mem¬ 
orial Field Field. It has picnic tables and fire 


places. 

Haney Park is a two-acre plot donated by Mrs. 



Olga Dana and Mrs. Ruth Campbell. 

Seiner Park overlooks Lake Michigan and has 
numerous picnic tables, fire places, a bath house 
and a spacious parking lot below. It is located on 
Main and Yliet Streets, and has swings, slides 
and teeter-totters. 

Miller Street Park, at Miller and Sheldon 
Streets, is a one-acre site used for a playground. 
Some improvements are planned for this park. 
Schuller Park on Milwaukee and Scott Streets 
has a number of picnic tables. 

Beach Park, sometimes culled Pioneer Park, 
has 465 feet of lake frontage. This park has a 
fulltime lifeguard and beach hours are 10-12 a.m. 
and 1 to 5 p.m. daily. This park, at Kilbourn and 
Lake Streets, will soon be pointed out to tourists 
by signs made by the Kewaunee Jaycees. 

Kewaunee also has yacht docking facilities. 
They are located just off Highway 42 on Kewau¬ 
nee Harbor. A picnic area is included. 

A memorial at the east end of Ellis Street on 
Highway 29 shows a large oldtime anchor. It was 
discovered in the dredging process in 1938. The 
inscription reads: 

“A tribute and memorium to those who went 
down with the barge "Emerald” within sight of 
this point on Nov. 18. 1886” It was sponsored and 
erected by H. J. Baumeister. May 30. 1938. 


The beach at Ke¬ 
waunee offers cool fun 
for these youngsters, 
who, along with their 
parents, also have pic¬ 
nic facilities in the 
city. Kewaunee has 
seven parks.
